Surely our citizens should give this 
matter their close attention, as also 
the deplorable condition of the closets 
throughout the town At least for 
some time to come we must depend on 
the wells for our water supply and the 
only safe way to prevent their contan- 
ination is by enforcing strict sanitary 
regulations.
